IN HONOE OF WILHELM. 

Wiesbaden tbe Scene of a Thorongftaly 
Loyal and Enthuslaatic De- 
nioiiBtration. 

Unveiling of a Statue to Kaiser WIl- 
helm 1— A Truly Boyal 

Theatre. 



WiKSBADEK, Praaaia, Oot, 17. — Thia 
pretty watering place waa crowded with 
loyal and enthualaatio Germana yeaterday, 
and the town itaolf ia brilliant with holiday 
bunting In honor of the visit of Emperor 
William, who arrived hero to unveil tho 
monument to the mennory of hia grandfather, 
Empeior Willlatn I, and to open tbe splen- 
did royal theatre. Tbia latter la one of the 
fineat in Germany. It la built of yellow 
sandstone, and la surmounted by statues, 
the work of celebrated aoulptora. Inside 
the new theatio the decorations aro beauti- 
ful, having been designer', by aomo of tho 
best German artiata. Oflf tho royal box is a 
little room made to reaemblo tho cabin of 
the Emperor oti board the imperial yacht, 
Thia little apartment ia tho Emperor'a own 
Idea. Tho royal theatre of WiesbadoD coat 
4,000,000 marks, and HIa M ijesty granta it 
an annual aubaidy of i^5U,000 marks. 

For several days visitors had been pour- 
ing into the town, and the hotela were ao 
packed withgneata that the amalleat attic 
room commanded a fabuloua price. The 
wlndowa overlooking those portiona of the 
city in wbioh the emperor waa to paaa were 
eagerly aonght after, and were filled with 
ladiea in bright toilets, accompanied by 
their eacorts,. QUteae windows were promin- 
ently' deooratedl,'. Ibe atreeta . through 
wbioh the emperor paaaed were ' riohly >and 
beautlfnlly deoorated with Venetian maata 
at intervala. In addition, several elaborate 
arohea of artistic design were erected at in- 
tervala along the atreeta, Tho town spent a 
large sum in preparatloca to welcome His 
Majesty, and nearly every houaeholder of 
Wiesbaden did the same, with the result 
that tho charming place rarely, if ever, 
looked more brilliant, 

Emporor William waa forma'ly received 
by Miyor Von Ibol. He was accompanied 
by a Buito of sixteen pcraons, including tho 
ohicfd of the military and civil oabinota and 
hia aides de camp. Yon Moltke and Von 
Sohool. The party proceeded in open oar- 
riagea through the VYllhelmstrasBe to the 
south front of the new theatre, opposite to 
which stands the atatue erected in honor of 
Emperor William I, the present Emperor'a 
grandfather. A guard of honor, composed 
of non-commissioned cfEoera from the Bie- 
brloh Bohool, eacorted tbe Emperor through 
tho atreeta, which were lined with troopa 
and police, the greatest precaution being 
taken by both military and civil authorities 
to prevent any unpleasant incident occur- 
ring during the Emperor's journey from the 
railroad station. The festivities were some- 
what marred by the fact that the weather 
was dull and cold, The Emperor wore the 
uniform of the Leib Huasara, with tbe skull 
and crosBbonea helmet, and a gray overcoat 
faced with r«d. 

On arriving on the platform hia majeaty 
gave the signal for the ainging to commenoe; 
While the male ohorus waa ainging, and 
afterward while the mayor waa making hia 
apeeoh bf welootne. Emperor William stood 
quietly looking over the crowd, apparently 
nterested'iii everything be saw. At the 
conclusion of the mayor^ apeeoh hiB majeaty 
replied in a few well choaen words, and 
then ordered tbe statue to be unveiled, Aa 
the drapery alowly deacended bis majeaty 
kept hia right hand at aalute, and hia ex- 
ample was followed by all tho of&cera prea- 
enb. It was noticed, however, that the Em- 
pororor did not appear to entirely approve 
of tho statue or tho position which it occu- 
piea. Heccnveraod for a long time oarneatly 
with tliuto around him, kept pointing toward 
tho statue and then walked slowly around it. 
Keturnlng to the pavilion, the emperor had 
the guard of honor march past again, this 
time with tho parade march. Afterwards 
tho emperor drovo to tbe palace amid loud 
cheers, After dinner Emperor William 
went with his suite to the new theatre, 
where tho audience was entirely oompoaed 
of invited guests. The first row of tho dress 
circle was reserved oxoluaively for ladles, aa 
at tho gala performancea at Berlin, After 
tho performance the emperor aupped with 
liittmeiatp.r von Hulaon, director of the 
theatre, at hia house onijonncnberger straeao, 
and at 10:30 p.m. hia majesty left for Ber- 
lin by special train, to b» present at the 
ceremonies attendant on tho arrival at the 
capital of King Alexander of Sorvia. 

SEHIOUS BEBKLLION AVEETED. 

General Hues' Oplnlon'BB to the Gfeat Rail- 
way Strike, and Its PosBlble 
° ^ Ultimate Outcome. ■ 

WAaitiNOTOKl Oot, 17 — The annual report 
of Major-Qeneral Nelaon A. Milea, com- 
manding tbe department of the MlBsourl, 
ahowing the condition of afTaira in that de- 
partment, ia a remarkably abort document 
conaidoring the stormy period of internal 
strife covered by it. Notwithatanding its 
brevity, it coutaina dome very torso and oig- 
nitioant Btateinorita relative to the strike. 
On thia point it says, after reciting the work 
tho military waa reeiuirod to do ; 

"All of thoBO dilEeultdutles havebeon per- 
formed in a manner which showa good 
judgment and diecrotlon on tho part ot tho 
ollicers, and a good atnto of diaolpiino and 
faithful aervioo on the part of tho troopa, 
and it ia bolioved that but for their prompt 
intervention much bloodahed would havo ro- 
aulted. The oondnot of the troops in re- 
storing order and oonfidonco where mob vlo- 
lenoe and a reign of terror exieted In Chicago 
waa marked by great forboaranoe, fortitude 
and excellent diaolpllne, r-nd their presence 
and action has greatly contributed to tho 
maintenance of civil law, and, in my opin- 
ion,] saved this country from a eerioua rebel- 
lion when one had been publicly declared to 
exist by the one moat raaponslble for Ua e<- 
istonoe," 



SPECIAL DLSPENSATION. 

Princess Alls In Slarrylni; the Czar Not 
Called on to DennuncB Her Mother 
Cliiirch. 

Beiilin, Oot. 17.— Tho Krenz Zeltung 
aaya that Prinoesa Allz of Hesse haa ob- 
taincd oonoesaions from the Buaslan holy 
ayncd suoh as no princess in like position 
ever before aooured. In embracing the ortho- 
dox faith the Princeaa will not declare 
her former religion aoonreed, nor atate that 
her oonveraion is dne to oonvlccicn, and that 
tbe truth lies not with her own but with the 
BuBsian church. lb is added that tbe holy 
ayncd will be satisfied with a simple declar- 
ation that . the Prinoesa joins the Greek 
obarob in-order to be of 6he aame religion aa 
her fntnre bnaband.

around hia head, be poured oab a string of 
unrecognizable worda. Then he bronght his., 
gun to the shoulder, and pulled the trigger. 
No ono dared go near the wild -eyed maniac,, 
who aimed tbe rifle at windows, pulpit, 
stove and pews, with a reokleaaneBa that set, 
men, women and children ruabing pell mell 
out of dopra. Pattieon reloaded the weapon 
and banged away until he fired 28 ahota. As 
no one then remained in the church but him- 
snlf ho picked up his jug and walked out. 
Tho Mount Olivo church presents a sorry 
appearance. The windows are shattered 
and the scats and pulpit splintered by the. 
bullets.

Uarquez. 

London, Oct. 17. — Adiepatoh received by 
the Pall Mall Gazette from Johannesburg 
oonfirma Reuter'a dlspatobea in regard to tbe 
attacks recently made upon the Portuguese 
town of Lourenzo Marquez, Delagoa bay, 
Southeast Africa.

Ib is 
aaaumed that England intends to seiza the 
oooasion to extend her poaaassiona north- 
ward along thecoaat of the Indian ooean and 
possibly attempt to acquire tho whole region 
belonging to Portugal. The newa that Por- 
tugal had acoeptecTbelp from tbe TraoSTaal 
la naturally , aooep^t^d with lively satlsf ac- 
tion. It Is considered' that Germany's inter- 
ent in this region fully entitles iier,to. com- 
pensation In the event of an eztenaion of

Having aottlcd tho tire limits question, 
attention ia now being turned to tho tiro do- 
partnient. Ttiia, while oompoaed of men 
who are individually firat cluaa fellowa, ia 
Buffering from many drawbacks. In tho 
first place tho foroo ia an entirely volunteer 
one. Many of the men are engaged in tho 
mines earning a living and it ia quite poaai 
ble for a goodly portion of tho force to bo 
underground when an alarm ia given. Tho 
aame causes render ayatomatic drill almoat 
imposeiblo, Liko many another town Na 
naimo is beginning to reali/.s that two or

direction in the near future. 

A fire alarm system is also being apoken 
of aa a preasiog neaeasity. At preaent, aince 
the destruction of the old fire hall, a race 
olear across town ia neoeaaary in order to 
turn in an alarm at the new hall. An elec 
trical engineer ia at preaent in town and is 
nnderatood. to be preparing to lay an alarm 
acheme before the oityoonnoU by the next 
meeting of that body. 

The greater portion, of the burned diatriot 
left from the recent fire belonga to, the Hirst 
estate ao'd Id is doubtful if any rebuilding 
will be done on that portion in the near fu 
tare.'

Who Mr. George Munroe may be I do not 
know, bub I do know ho ia not president of 
the civil cugineors of Canada, and never 
Lib been. In the otiioial list of members 
for tho year 1894, Mr P.A.Peterson la given 
aa the president, and Messrs, A Macdougall, 
P. W. St. George and Herbert Wallia aa tho 
vice-presidents. The past preoidenta have 
been Sir CaBinilr Gzowski, K.C.M.G., John 
Kennedy, Thomas C. Keefur, C. M.G , and 
Edmand H&nnaford. In the list of mem- 
bers, aeaociata members, associates and 
atuden'B, tha name of George Munroo does 
not occur. 

It appears, therefore, that the aldermanio 
mind ie not only capable of grappling with 
tha Intricaolea of the engineering profeaaion, 
but It oan at will create a president of the 
Canadian dvil engineera. 

The acknowledged head of the water- 
worka profession in Canada is Thomas G. 
Keefer,O.M.G., past president and paati vice- 
president of the Cunudian and American 
societies of civil engineers respectively. The 
opinion of auoh an engineer nr that of any 
of hia confrdrea would be worth having, 
but It is the opinion of engineera generally 
that oxperia uro not needed In this case. 
The water supply of Victoria, with which 
our uldermea buvo beoa AToatliog for ao 
long a time, is so aimplo that it is not oven 
u problem. Any hydraulic tngipocr of 
rf'puto would bo fully cfjual to the neceasi- 
tioa of the case, provided tho oounoil 
allowed liirii Lu carry out the worku In a pro> 
fossional tuaiuior. 

Tiiero are plenty of ODginocra in tho 
Uoiniuion who could relievo our council of 
all the worry thoy are now having. Even 
tho profeaaional akiU of nur own province 
might bo e(iual to the task of furniuhlDg a 
porfecb syatem of waterworks, if tho alder- 
men won Id keep in the background during 
conatruotion. There is no necoaaity to hunt 
up railway, Boworugo or bridKo engineera to 
give an opinion on the ijui ation Such a 
proocduro ia very uiuch liko oonsultlrg a 
dentian when a physician is needed, or asking 
the opinion of a tailor on tho beat method ot 
making! a pair of bnnis.

The foroe of troops th»t arrived at Fekin 
from Hunan and Hnpeli 'are badly armed. 
Prince Kung, the Emperor's undo, ia an 
advooato of peaoe at any prioc. A contract 
has been oloood with an Austrian firm for 
bbe delivery of a lArge,.quantI(7 of rifl|s<. 

Adispatoh from Caloatta isays': ' "'in re- 
aponso to orders from the war cffioe the 
First Rifle Brigade left hero to-day for 
Hougkoog. The brigade ia the tirat oon- 
tin^ent of 8,000 trbopa which will' be dia- 
patohcd from ladia during the next fnw 
days to protect the treaty ports of China. 
The other troops which will leave include 
the Northumberland Fusiliers, two bat- 
talioD? of Ghooikftsand four ref^inienta of 
Sikha, 

Secretary McCartney, of the Chtneae lega- 
tion, declares that the Chinese have not 
assented to any proposals for peace between 
that oonntry and Japan. 

The Bteamer Mo Yun, recently purchased 
in E glund by.' the Japs, has arrived, 
ultbougti thn Chinese warships were on the 
laok-out for her. She bad no diOiculty in 
entering. 

Wasjiinoton, Oct. 17. — No information 
has been received at the Japanese lei;ation 
confirming the rf ported capture of Fort Ar- 
thur, and ihe repurt ia doubted. It is said 
that a strong force of Chinese is stationed at 
Port Arthur and that It obnld'hardly bo 
captured without a severe ehttagement. It 
is not on a line to Pekin, and the purpose 
thua far of the Japanese would indicate their 
determination to go around Port Arthur,

Nnmerons applieationa have been n.ade to 
the-, Chinese legation' 'aino'e .tiie oommencc- 
ment of hostilities between China and Japan 
by American citizens iietking employment in 
the military and naval service of that coun- 
try. These applioatiohs are made by tele- 
graph, by letter and in person and in (on:e 
easea applicuuts have had military service, 
whilp, in the maj irity of casop, pirjnna wbo 
desire this employment ask for places cf 
prominence in the army and navy. The le- 
gation has also been aeked to purchase for 
the service of the Chinese government tor- 
pedoes, munitions of war and even provis- 
ions. Mr. Hao, one of the secretttries of the 
legation, authorises the Btatem>-nt that the 
legation has uo authority to aid in the en- 
listment of persona who desire appointments 
in the CJhinese Eer vice nor to purchase muni- 
tions (f war cr oih-r mat-erials. 

New Yohk, Ocd. 17. — The Herald's 
Shanghai correspondent cables as follows : 
Fifteen thousand Japanese troops under 
Field Marshal Oyampa are encamped across 
Regent's Sword promontory to the north of 
Port Arthur and within sight of that naval 
stronghold. They are waiting for a favor- 
able moment to move forward, while out- 
side the port the Japanese cruisers are 
ready to intercept all retreat seaward. 

SuDgKwei, the Etnporor'a father-in law, 
haa reached Shan Shai Kwan, the place on 
the Gulf of Liao Tung, where the high road 
from the coast to Pekin begins. He takes 
ohiet command and will try to prevent the 
landing of a force of the enemy at this 
point, which poseessea great strategic im- 
portance. 

A lerinuB split has occurred at Pekin be- 
tween Mr, O'Connor, the British minister, 
and Count Cassiui, the Russian minister. 
All the foreigners still remaining in the 
capital have received peremptory orders to 
leave. The negotiations for peaoe have col- 
lapsed, 

Sax FkAwnsco, Oct. 17 —The Gaelic, 
which sailed for China yesterday, had $750,- 
000 in silver. , Most of.it will be naed in 
paying Ohinete soldiers. 

Most of the Gaelic's cargo was for Japan. 
The hold was filled with canned meats, and 
the supposition is that it Is meant for imp- 
plies for the Japanese army in Korea. The 
Gaelic carried away .600 Chinese and 100 
Japanese.. The Chinese say they are going 
home for the holiday festivities, while the 
battlefield is the destination of most of the 
Japanese. 

Sii.4N(iUAi, Oct. 17.— Col. von Hcnnoken, 
formerly aide de camp ot Li Hung OhanR, 
who was wounded while acting as advisor to 
the Chinese admiral in command at the 
naval battle fought off the Yalu river, is said 
to be in a dungtrous condition, blood-poison- 
ing having set in.

"MODEL" ADMINI8TKATI0N. 

A German Discliilinnry Court Justifles an 
African Governor InFIoKulng Women 
and •Other Ontraees. 

PoTSDiiM, Got, 17. — The 'dIsoipHnary 

oiurt yeitorday tried ex-Choncollor L'3ist, 
f jrmorly German administrator of tlio Cam- 
eroons district in West Africa. The court 
actjuitted Leist of causing a matiny of 
native troops, but he was convicted of abna- 
ing his authority and ioimpralitjri' '-|Ie waa 
condemned to be removed to a minor post 
and have his aalary reduced one-fourth. 
The charges were of the moat startling char- 
acter. A Bocialist newspaper of Berlin in 
April published e.-ctracts from the diary of a 
German resident of the Camorooca, among 
them being statements that Herr ^Vehlan, 
the governor's oubslitute, who led an expo- 
dition against the natives, isBuo'i au order 
to his subordinates to cut ihe throats of all 
the women who fell into thuir hands. 

The other natives who wore unfortunate 
enough to be captured wore conveyed on 
ahipboard, where they wore bound to the 
rail of the vessel, the chaina which held 
them being drawn so tight^ that when the 
flesh began to swell they cut deep into the 
legs and arms of the prisonprs, who were 
poorly protected and exposi d to the tropi- 
cal heat, with their wounds lestering and 
breeding maggota. Frantic appeals for 
water were brutally refnjsed, and when the 
captives were'balf ' dead, ' they ' were shot 
down like wild' beasts. "-'''•Ii*Uii*^a8 also 
charged with flogging' uativd'Women, whioh 
act led to the reyolb of the troops, daring 
whioh the latter broke Intp t^.goT^rnment 
''house and shot down a jbdgo' Vhbmjthey 
mistook for the aseiatani governor.. uyFor 
this about twenty-five of the rebels were 
afterward executed.

A dispatch tp the Post from Berlin says 
the result of the trial will be received 
throughout the empire with a storm of blt- 
ttr indignation'and angry derision.

THE CZiH. 

He Is Said to Be Raiildly Growing Worao— 
He Will Bo Kecclvcd at Athens. 

BxRLiK, Oct. 17.— A paper here prints the 
statement that the Czar ia rapidly growing 
worse. The entire Greek court will receive 
the Czir upon hia arrival at Athens en route 
to Corfu. 

St. Pethrsiioro, Oot. 17. — A special edi- 
tion of tho OfTioial Messenger, issued this 
evening, contains a bulletin sigred by Drs. 
Leyrlen, Z kcharin, Popff and Refuminoff, 
tho Czir's physici-'ne, stating that on oon- 
tuUatlon to day they found no improvement 
in the kidney disease from which the Czar 
is aaSTering, and that bis majesty's strength 
h>a diminished ainoe the last examination. 
They hope, however, that the climate of the 
southern Crimea will bebefit him. 

CoRFO, Oot. 17.— The Greek government 
and the locil government of Corfu are tak- 
ing measures for tho safely of tho cz»r. The 
police are carefully watching all strangers 
at Corfu, and all arrivals will be required 
to give a good account of themselves. The 
chateau of the king of Greece is being plac- 
ed in thorough order for the use of tho czar. 
Savorai Russian oflicials have already ar- 
rived here, and others are expected. Po- 
lice precautions will include tbo patrol of 
the shores of the whole island, to prevent 
the landing of unauthorized strangers. 

STBAITS SESTTLBMBNT O0BBENCY. 

The Qovernment Sanctions the Coinage of a 
British Sollar.- 

LoNDON, Oct. 17.-^At a meeting of the 
directors of the chartered bank of India, 
Auatralia, and China held this afternoon, 
the chairman announced that the govern- 
ment had given sanction to the coinage of a 
British dollar for circulation in the Straits 
Settlement and Hong Kong. The fall in 
the price of silver, he said, had, aflectcd the 
eastern trade and lessened the export of the 
Mexican dollar to such en ' extent as to 
threaten the eastern colonies with a total 
absence of currency. In these circumstan- 
ces the treasury .has sanctioned the.coinago 
of the British dollar In .Bombay,^ which 
would possibly be In oircnlation In the east 
early in 1895. 

WHEEB IS THE "IVANHOB"? 

Ureal Anxiety for Her Safety land for That 
of Kdltor Srant, One of Her FasseuKers. 

Boston, Oot. 1".— Mr. Abraham Heil- 
broner, father of George R. H, Heilbroner, 
who ia an associate proprietor of the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer with Mr. Fred. Grant, 
ex-minister to Bolivia (who is reported to 
have been lost with the ship Ivanhoe in the 
reoent big gales on the Pacific Coast), ia in 
Boston. He arrived yesterday from Seattle 
on a business trip, and is much affected by 
the report that the Ivanhoe is lost. " I and 
my son saw Mr. Grant off," said he. " He 
took the trip for his health, and the captain 
of tho boat told us he might make the pas- 
sage In from four days to three or four 
weeks. Mr. jGlrant waa one of the most 
prominent and promising men in the city." 

THE U. S. ON THE PACIFIC. 

Ten Swtft Torpedo Veaaels Recommended— 
Nivral Statlona and Coaling Depots. 

San Francisco, Oot. 17. — The chamber of 
commoroo yesterday adopted resolutions 
urging the coming session of congreaa to 
make an appropriation for the construction 
of ten swift torpedo vessels, four of whioh 
shall be built and commiaiiloned on the 
Pacific coast, calling also for immediate Im- 
provement of Pearl harbor at the Hawaiian 
islands, and the eatabliahment thereat of a 
naval station and coaling depot, and re- 
questing tho California delegation to aid 
such legislation as will secure cable com- 
munication with Hawaii to bo subsequently 
extended to Samoa, New Zealand and 
Australia.

The supporters of the Government will be 
pleased to learn that the Hon. George B 
Martin, Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, has been oleoted by aoolamation. It 
is evident that his eleotion withoat a oon- 
teabia noti doe to any not of oonrtcsy or 
forbearance on the part of the leading men 
of the Opposition, Nothing is more certain 
than that they were determined to oppose 
Mr. Martin's return. They had a man in 
the field. They did what they could 
to get the electors to support 
him,., and -Ai .;.wMu>npt ^. until . n^tliey 
were convinced < that their oan'didaliie bad not 
the ghoat of a chance that they retired from 
the field. Even then they could not retreat 
decently or honorably. They circulated a 
report that Mr. Martin had taken a pledge 
to oppose any aid being given towards the 
■ «OMtrnetion of the British Faoitio railroad 
«nd had it publialied in the' Kews-Adver- 
tiser. This false report the Times pcblished 
without apparently taking any steps to find 
out whether it wns true or not. If it had 
made enquirios of any reliable person 
at Kamloopa it would have found 
'tliaD there was no trnth in the Ad- 
vertiser's telegram. Bat car oontemporary 
evidently did not want to got at the truth 
with respect to that telegram.^ lb was auffi 
cient for ib thab the information conveyed 
was, in its opinion, damaging to the Govern- 
ment in this city, and it published the report 
withoat hesitation, This showa what it 
will do to gain what appears to it to be a 
party advantage. The intriguing of the Op- 
position v/ith respeob to this Yale election 
showed both its weakness and ita wunb of 
principle. Wo heartily congratulate Mr. 
Martinonhia return. Wo believe that he will 
disappoint his opponents and gratify his 
friends by making a diligent and oapablo 
Head of Department and a discreet member 
of the Eseautlve Council. 



than six or seven rjilllone of the revenue 
can be raised by Customs duties. The 
fourteen millions or so that will be 
needed to replace the customs duties sacri- 
ficed, mast be raised by new taxes of one 
kind and another. Are Canadians ready to 
submit to an income tax, 'to a stamp tax, to 
land ond other direct taxes in order that 
they may have Koglish free trade 1 This ia 
certainly part of the priaa which they must 
pay for that trade policy. They must saori- 
fioe their manofaoturing indnstries, which 
saoriSce involves many other sacrifices, and 
thfy must submit to burdeniome direct 
taxes, which will not even indlreolly or La- 
cldentally help trade internal or external. 

It must be remembered that the in- 
troduction of free trade will nob give 
the farmers and atockraisera a single 
new market, neither will ib raise the 
price of farm prodncts or stock by a single 
cent. The foreign matketa whioli the farm- 
ers and graziers have now will bo the only 
markets they will have then. The borne 
market, owing to the loss or the great dimi- 
nation of the mannfaotarlDg induairiea, nil! 
not be ao good aa it la a£ pceaent. 

A CONTRAST. 

It cannot be denied that Canada was in a 
bid way under the Liberal regime ; not only 
was the revenue iueufSclent to moot the ex- 
penditure bub the bjtalneai of the ooontty 
languished, the indtutrles were at a stand 
still, and money was very difBoult to be 
procured for any purpose, The Liberals 
accounted for the bad times by saying that 
the depression was general and that Canada 
was in no worse condition than other coun- 
tries. The latter atateoaent wa8: not.,ex. 
aotly true, for' b'aBlne'ss In Can- 
ada waa in a worae atace than that of the 
United Statea and other parts of the Empire. 

When Conservativea painted to the revi- 
val of business that had taken place im- 
mediately after their aoooasion to power the 
Liberals attributed the oh'ange to good luck. 
Business they averred waa looking up every- 
v.'here, good times bad come sgiin, and ib 
would bo wonderful if Canada did not come 
in for her share of the general prosperity. 
There was, no doubt, a good deal of truth 
in this. Good times came and Canada, ow- 
ing to the policy of her Government, was 
placed in a good position to take advantage 
of them. The era of deSoits ceased and 
the conntry prospered. But a period of de- 
pression came, darker and more general 
than that which oheoked busineea in the 
days while the Liberals wore in power. How 
did Canada get through that period 1 Did 
ahe tare worae than her neighbors ? Was 
the condition of Canada worse than that of 
tlie people of the United States, of Austra- 
lia, of Great Britain or of any other country 
of importance in the commercial world ? It 
was nob. Although they felb the pressure 
of the hard times they did not aoflfer nearly 
as much aa the people of the United States, 
and now that the oload ii paaa 
ing away they have nob nearly so many 
disasters to deplore as some larger and 
richer countries. We see in the Toronto 
Empire statements of the state of the Do 
minion before and after the two periods of 
depression, which strike nsaa very Inatruot 
Ive, and which prove beyond a doubt that 
Canada snffired less In the late and deeper 
depression than she did in the earlier and 
comparatively light one. The two periods 
tiken are between 1S74 and 1878| and b 
tween 1889.and 1893. . .^airMder will see 
from the following atatenaenb bow greatly 
Canada anffered in the first period of bard 
times :

The reader observes that in these five lean 
years almost every interest in Canada ehowa 
signs of severe sulTerini;. All but two had 
diminished and where there is an increase 
the inoreaae ia, ap amall. as to l)e hardly worth 
mentioning^ Canada in those five years of 
Liberal rule not only did not progress but 
actually retrograded. Yet durinj^ those 
years the Liberals wore In power and their 
trade policy was the trade policy which Mr, 
Laurier proposes to revive. 

The showing for five yeara of depreaalon 
under Conservative rale ia a striking oon- 
trast to that of the record of hard times 
under the Liberals. And wo must ropoat 
that to judge it by its effect on tho oivilizod 
world tho atringoncy durinj; tho later period 
was greatly the more sevoro. ]Iero ia tho 
statement :

We have already directed attention to 
the fact that the Liberals are most c»rofuI to 
say nothing about tho prioo which tho peo- 
ple of Canada will boreriuired to pay for the 
free trade which they so urgently and so 
persistently ,ailc th^m to nooept. They 
generaHie aboab ihe advantagea of free trade 
and they treat their readers and hearers 
to weak, very weak, infusions of Adam 
Smith's abstract reasoning, bub they are very 
shy of going into detail — of telling the poo. 
pie of Canada what freo trade really moans 
to them. 

In tho first place, free trade means 
ezposicg the mannfaotnrers of Canada 
to unlimited foreign competition. It 

meona that thia country will bo made 
tho olaughtor murkot for tho proteolcd (/.oods 
of tho United States, France and Germany, 
and tho cheaply produced gooda of Great 
Britain. . Is ib to be expected for a moment 
that the manufabtntes of Canada, whioh 
have been during tho last sixteen years 
built up with BO much care, can withstand 
this flood of foreign competition ? Freo 
trade for Canada means the ruin of neatly 
all ita manufftotures and all that that ruin 
involves. 

Thou free trade means the aaorlfioe of the 
greater par: of the Customs revenue. If we 
are to have Ecglisb free trade, not more 



the people themselves, in the strictest and 
most literal sense, are the rulers. 

To jadge^tihb] Party by the effect of its 
rule when It nas had power, we should say 
that it is neither intelligeab nor honest, 
The men who direct ita policy appear to be 
indeed blind leadora of the blind. 
Ib is hard to believe that, atnong a people 
who have so long enjoyed solf-governmcnt, 
poll ioal quioks, political knaves and 
politioal fanatics aovild find ao many dupes 
and victims. There ia no theory too wild 
and too unre.^sonublu for these Populiats to 
adopt, and those who try to oryetalizs the 
follies and fads of iijncrant and fanatical 
demagogues into laws meet with such sue- 
cess as miiihb be expected. The St. Paul 
Pioneer Press, whioh appears to be well- 
It formed as to the efTeots of Populist ad. 
minietratioD, has thia to say of its reealta ; 

Nobody oan point to a solitary item of 
bonelit of any kind whatever which those 
states have received from Populist rule. But 
on the other hand the domination of the so- 
called People's party in these states has been 
prolific of disMter to all olaases of people. In 
every one of them Populist rnle has struck 
down public and private credit, prostrated 
all business intereats and involved farmers, 
workiDgmen, - merobanta, and mMtafaatarera 
in a common ruin.' It haa^done ae (because 
everywhere its moutb has been full of threats 
to ocnfiaoate capital in whatever form In- 
veated. Capital has Sed from the menaces 
and perils whioh ooafronted It in 
those atates as faab as it could 
got oat of them, Tho business 
man or the manufacturer could not borrow 
money to carry on hia busineas, boQauee no 
one could give any assurance that the lend 
or's money would not bo confiscated by hos 
tilo legislation. Consequently the laboring 
lasaoB have auffjrod there fur more severe 
ly than elsowhero. The farmers have suf- 
fered far more than any other olassfromthe 
withdrawal of capital from states where' it 
was thus jeopardized. 

People wbb regard PennoyeF as a states 
man, and who' look upon'Waite aa a patriot 
are not likely soon to have their eyes open 
ed to their folly. They will, we suppose, go 
blundering on until experience dearly 
bought convinces them of the mischievous 
nosa of Populist theories and the shallow 
ness or the diahoneaty of Popaliat leaders. 

L0NQ-liI7BD BRAIN wdRKBM. 

The death of Oliver Wendeil Eblmei has 
directed the attention of thinking men to 
the connectioil that exists * between brain 
work and loogovlty. Dr. Holmes wbb, from 
a very early age, intolleotnally active, yet 
his brain did not wear out bis body. On 
the contrary though his brain could never 
be said to he -Idle daring his waking hours 
he waa. vigorous in mind and in body for 
many yeara after he had reabhed the allotted 
three aoora years and ten. The genial poet 
and essayist may be said to hare boen a 
comparatively young man at leventy. After 
he arrived at thab age he did a vast amount 
of literary work, none of which bears 
the least indioatloa of. falling, powers. We 
have nob heard that 'Dr. Holmes 
was pbyaioally en unusually strong 
man, but be was always a busy 
one, and it may be taken for granted 
that at no period of hia life did ho draw 
drafts on his constitution that ib waa un 
able to meet. He appears to have been a 
man temperate in all things and, to jadge 
by his writings, he had a cheerful apiric and 
an equable temporameat. 

Mr, Gladstone is another of tho brain 
workers who baa retained bis vigor to what 
ia usually regarded as an extreme old age 
It does not appear that be, ever gives bim 
aelf a moment's rest. His mind is oon 
tinually at work and he readily undertakes 
even now, many arduoua tasks, Mr, Olad 
stono'a life has not been aqaietone. On bV 
contrary, it has bcon full of excitement. 
For more than half a century be has 
been in bhe bhick of . the politioal 
fights of hia ooontry, not aa one of the rank 
and file, but aa a leader. Immense reapoa- 
siblllties have been placed on hia ahouldorp, 
bub he never seems to have even bowed be- 
neath the burden or allowed the worrits 
and anxieties of political life to prey upon 
bis mind. He has borne himself jauntily 
through ib all, nnderbaking, for mere pas- 
time apparently, tasks that would have 
been serious work for men of even more 
than ordinary ability. He has rotalnod hia 
vigor of mind andolasticity oi spirit through 
it all. What la the secret of this wooderful 
preservation of hia powers of mind and 
body 7 Has be, too, with hia greed for 
work, taken good care of himsolf ? Has he 
carefully boabanded his great powers and 
taken care never to oxert himself hoyoud 
hiu Btrcnf>th ? 

Oliver Wendell Holmes and Mr,

Here we have evidence of progreea. All 
the intereats have thriven and in some, aa in 

the exports and bank asaota, the iDcrooBO ia 
large. There is, too, notliiug appalling in 
bhe increase of buainess failures, In pro, 
portion to the volnme of linaineaa thoro ia 
Indeed a marked deoreaie. The policy 
which has carried the people of Canada 
through a period of almost unprecedented 
buainess doproeaion la the policy which the 
Governmonl propone to coutinuo. In tho 
face of the ooutraab which tho figuroa we 
have reproduced show, it would bo folly Io 
wish It changed. Thoao figurea prove how 
Canada fared under the rival polioles during 
periods of storm and stress, and they indi- 
cate very clearly whioh polloy la moat to be 
depended upon in hard times and In good. 

THE POPULIST PARTY,

PETEOLEOM IN TJllfi i-JORm. 

A Convenleut Sonroe of 8avply for tlie Pad- 
fio Hlopo, 

(From tho WinnipoR Oommorolal.) 

CoDsidorable talk baa been bei^rd of late 
in regard to the devolopmant of the petro- 
leum fields ot north-western Canada. The 
oxiatenco of vast beda of potroloum u«ray lo 
the north of Edmonton, in the UDeuiilnd 
7: Aibabasoft oonntry, has been known fur 
' ' yente, but the 'dlatunoe from moaua of com- 
munioation baa been too great lo permit of 
the ciimmcrcial development of this north- 
ern oil territory. With the more recent 
oompletion of a rtiiltvay »8 far as Bdnionton, 
t)n the Koirth Saakatobewan, 'however, the 
«arly developmanc of the oil oountry begins 
to look feasible. 

Beyond ihe wondurful reports of advent- 
areaoine travellura and trappera, aa to the 
magnitude of thia northern oil territory, 
«nd the general indioationa of a vast quan- 
tity of the prodnot, nothinf; more dehnite 
ihaa been known oonoerning the region. 
' Thia aeason the Dominion goreroment hue 
taken the matter in hand, with tho objaot 
of obtaining a reliable report upon the ler 
rltory. For thia purpoee Dr. tjelwyn, ofitho 
^eologioal aarvey department, la now mak 
ing an' inyeatigation. Ike - report will be 
awaiteid with intereak 

It ia^onderafiood a, p^ekitieal teab will be 
made by aibkiag a well to a depth of ''ft^ttat 
i;200 feet, if neoeseary. IciS'quite pbaaible 
that the first teat may turn uiit a fdilnte, 
.and atill prove nothing as to the exiatenoe of' 
■tbeoil. It ia aaid that in the Aihitbaaoa 
>ooantry thare are the ia'rgeatatretohea of tac 
beds which are to be found anywhere in the 
world. These surface tar 'beda'cover many 
milea of country, and indicate almost to a 
certainty that nil will bo found in laigi 
quanliliea, thou{;h it may take soiiio time lo 
locate the interior basin of patroltum. The 
tar beda are supposed to lin tho rfsiduo of 
the coul oil sands, thickened by exposure. 
Those tar doposila will beooino vaiuablo iu 
themsolvos when tho country ia opoaed Iu 
railway connnuiiication, as tlio tar ia valu 
able for ft variety of purpoaes. 

It is to bo hoped that thia oil territory 
will turn out us valuable as would appear 
from uuifaco indioaiiona. If theao surface 
indioationa prove reliable, northwestern 
Canada will poaseua the -gruateat oil lerri 
tory in the world. At; aoy rate, there ap 
pear lo be parlies who have abuudant faith 
in the territory, as it ia said iho govern 
ment has been offered a largo sum for a 
monopoly of the oil country. As the old oil 
distrieta of this continent are all in the east:, 
the development uf thia northwestern 
territory, if it is proved to be valuable, will 
create a new source of supply in tho west, to 
the advantage of all the western country. 
The transportation of oil from tho east to 
the west is an expensive matter, and the 
Athabasca district, though at present b(- 
yond the lines of railway oomniunicatior, 
would bo a more convenient source of supply 
for the Pacific slope and a large portion of 
the great interior of this continent than the 
present eastern oil producing cjutres. Tho 
development of an extensive oil industry in 
;the Athabaaoa oountry would hasten the 
' oonatrnotion of a aeoond railway across the 
• proTinoe of British Columbia to the Pacific 
ooaat. Thefientreaof population on the Fa- 
oifio alopd ooald be reaohed by a direct line 
through the. Kooky Atonntaina from the 
AthabMoa fionntry, and anob a line could bo 
made to form an. important link'in the pro 
posed transodntiDental' railway via the 
xTorth Saakatchewan region.

Ont to elettle In the Bella Coola 
Falloy. 

WaNNiTEG, Got).' 17 — (Special)— There 
passed through Winnipeg to-day about one 
handled Norwegian farniers on route to tho 
Bella Ooola valley on the Mainland of Bri 
tieh Columbia, 300 milea north of .Victoria, 
where they intend to eatHhlish an agricul- 
tural apd industrial colony. They are led 
by an energetic and devoted clergyman, 
who has iioli<otud a site for the colony after 
visiting all tho favorite farming districts of 
Oregon and Wi.shing'on, tho Bella Coola 
valley being chosen beosuee of its attrac- 
tions and promising agricultural and 
other resources. It is the intention 
of the colonists to clear some land 
and erect houi-es during the coming 
winter, getting their plauea ready for the 
reception of their families hy spring, when 
it is expected tho original number will be 
moi-o than doubled by others who are now 
farming in tho Ked River valley. A num- 
ber of the colonists have worked in the 
WisoouHin pineries reucntly. Tney are en- 
ured to the hardships incidental to pioneer- 
ing in a forest region and are well prepared 
to face tho work ahead of them in the Bella 
Coula valley in bowing out their homes. 
ThoC.P. R. has arranged to oonvey the 
party from Victoria to their destination by 
special steamer next week.

In largo stouo vats fresh hams under- 
go the "chilling" procos.s. Tho gases, 
commonly called animal heat, aro ex- 
tracted from tho flesh. For weeks cacli 
joint of tho ham lies in a solution of 
salt, granulated sugar and other ingre- 
dients— a secret formula perfected by 
long experieiico and variously utilized 
by makers of different brands. When 
the meat is thorouglilj- impregnated 
with tho salt, it is said to bo "cured." 
Washed in cold water, it is then ready 
for the process of "smoking." 

'"Cured" and "smoked," every ham, 
everj- bacon, has its own modiste. The 
yellow besmeared muslin bag in wliicli 
tlio home cured prodnob concealed its 
greasy conntenanco has given place to 
tho light burlap, made of jiito, a plant 
of tho Indies and woven in Scotland. 
Tho cutter, with luigo shears, clothes 
the ham, lays it on tlio cloth and oat- 
linos it with great de.Kteiity, whilo 
swift fingers sew it into tho shapes witli 
wliich we aro fiuniliar. 

Coniparativoly few lionsek(M.'pers 
choose a liam intelligently. There aro 
three cardinal points to bo ohservuil: 1. 
Avoid too lean a joint. Let it bo well 
rounded and plnmp and; see, that the 
skin is thin and pliable. Romombcr 
tliat, Avhile a little extra f;it is a loss in 
weight, it is a gain iu tho .superior 
qualities of every other ounce of tho 
meat 3. Choose &esUly'.cmrBd,;hanis. 
'The modern process makos noWbtired 
hams possible Civery day in th(3 year. 
Tlio moro recently the joint has como 
from tho curing cask the better it will 
taste, for hams do not imprnvo with 
ago. 8. Tliesizoof tho ham lias much to 
do with the way in which it should bo 
served. A wliolo ham will boil more sat- 
isfactorily than n part ot" it. For broil- 
ing or frying never uso a ham of less 
than M ponnd.s, and ouo weighing 15 
or 1 (! pounds is preferable. Duly the cen- 
ter of such .a liam should ,1)0 jlloed.; '..-,,,. 

Tho slices should never ho cut mbro 
than one-fourtii of an inch thick. Oiio- 
sixth of an inch is hotter. A vc-iy sharp 
knifo must bo used.. .Trim very closely 
the skin from-jJiO'inppiarddd'p^^^ 
slice, arid also cnfr from 'tho'other edge 
the outer rim of both niuacio and fat, 
that has been somewhat hardened by 
smoking. Soak tho slices in cold water 
'One hour befoxe,cpoking; then dry .care- 
fully with a napkin. Never use tepid 
or iiot water. It will toughen tho moat. 
Cook briskly, turning tho tiliccs ovory 
minute. Never allow sliced ham to bo 
cooked until tho monu'iit it is to bo 
■ oaten. "When left by tlio flro to wait 
and "keep warm," it will speedily 
toughen, losing all its grali'ful juices, 
and only a spooies of leather will re- 
main.

Principal Hawkey of Sprins Kidge 
Beaig:us-He Considers He Was 
Unfairly Treated 

ComplaiutB That Home Lessons Are 
Too Loufif— Teacliers Explain 
tbe Situation. 



The resignation of Principal Hiwkey o' 
tho Spring Ridge school, a little diiiiouity 
about tbe quality of the'ooveriog material 
on the pipes at the N)rth Ward sohool and 
one or two other sul j icta iDc'.uiiing N)rtb 
Ward aohool drains, ocuupled tbe attention 
of tho school board at the epocial meeting 
yesterday. All the membcra were present, 
with tbe exception of Trustee Marchant, 

The first business was in the form of a 
letter from Mr. R J. Hawkey, principal of 
the North Ward school, tendering hia 
resignation and asking, if convenient, that 
it take efleot on November 15. Tho pri- 
mary reason for hia resignation waa, Mr. 
Hawkey explained, bccouae ho considered 
ho hud been unjustly treated at the last 
meeting of the board whoa the Children's 
Day parade was diaouased. 

The ii-siguation waa accepted. 

The Chairman explained that a com- 
plaint had been made to him that tho home 
loBsonn in the second division of tho Girls' 
Central school were too long, and in seme 
instances required the whole evening to pre- 
paro. In oooscqiienco the eeoretary bad 
written to Mias VVilliams, the principal. 
Her reply and an txplanation from Miss 
B'.rioa, tho teaohor ot the particular divi- 
sion in question, were in tho secretary's 
bauds. 

Ibe Secretary proceeded to read tho com- 
municatioos. 

Miss Witliams, principal of the school, 
wrote: " In reply to your oommunication 
[ beg to enoIose'MisB '(Barron's explanation. 
I should like to say' in reference to tbe com- 
plaint made as to lengthy lessons in the sec- 
ond division, that those assigned are not too 
many for a pupil well prepared for tho 
work of the second , divisions' Miss Barron 
baa at present at lBaBb',eight ioholars mani- 
festly unfitted to' undertake the work of 
her room, a result I consider of the plan 
of ' allowing all to write at the 
annual (xaminations. The principals of 
the various schools intend, I believe, to 
meet in tho near future to discuss this vexed 
question and tho results of that meeting will 
cioubtlfss be forwarded to the board. I can 
truthfully say as regards the Girls' Central 
sohool that much better grading can bo done 
under.the old system of trusting the selection 
of candidates to tbe discretion of the teach- 
ers," 

Miss Barron's explauatlon stated : " That 
with tbe present length of the limit, and 
more eepeoially during this short teim, I 
find it almost impossible to shorten the les- 
sons and still thoroughly cover tho required 
ground. The difHcuity.I at present have to 
contend with is that tome of the pupils are 
quite equal to the work, while others are 
manifestly unable to prepare it properly. 
These backward pupils would be the;. batter 
for another term -in; the. lower grade and 
would then have formed better material 
for the class. I would therefore respect - 
fuly suggest that it be not compulsory for 
eveiy pupil to attempt tho written examln- 
ationa. In this way some merely obtain 
the required percjntago (only that and 
nothing more), by dint of very great appli- 
cation during the term, and in these in- 
stances the groundwork is not suEBclently 
strong to enable them to take up tho higher 
wcrk with easo. " 

Trustee Glover remarked that there 
was a great difficulty in sotting homo les- 
sons, as what one pupil might learn in one 
hour, might take much longer for another 
to master. A« tho principals were going to 
hold a meeting as to pupils being required 
to write for all examinations it migtit bo 
wall to await tho result. 

Thk Chairman remarked that formerly 
parents had complained if their children 
were not allowed to compete at examina- 
tions. The less of two evils had seemed to 
ba to let all compete at.'examinations instead 
of ruling some children out. That would 
avoid parenl,s making charges of favoritism. 
The only thing was to give teachers discre- 
tion as to the length of tbe lessons. 

This view met the approval of tbe other 
members and a motion was passed giving 
tbe teaobers disoretion as to the loeB3na. 

Thomas Birle, assignee of A. J. Row- 
botbam, wrote fdr^^payment for 103 cards of 
wiiod. BeferrV^ t9 tb9))9M(l'8 soliottors for 
advice. _ ... . .. 

Several applications for the position - of 
principal of tbe Spring Bidge> sohool were 
received and laid on the table. 

In regard to the trouble between the 
architect of the North Ward sohool and tho 
contractor who was covering the pipes, Mr. 
Day produced two samples of tho covering 
One was tho sample tendered and the 
other tho material being used. Tho latter, 
Mr. Diy remarked, was mixed with saw 
dust and much inferior to the sample put in 
by Mr. Ruaaell when ho tendered. Mr. 
Day had therefore written to Mr. Ruaaoll to 
atrip tho pipes and put in the material he 
had tendered. Mr. Ruasell hud claimed thai 
a certain amount of sawdust had to bo mixed 
to make a proper job. That might bo ao, 
but Mr. Day couaidored it bin duly to report 
tho matter to tho board. 

TitusTKK Clovek stated that tho usual 
thing was to mix sawdust. 

Mr. Russell, on being asked for his ex- 
planation, said that bis cxporionce in cov 
erlng was to the eflfect that asboatua by 
iteelf was too soft, and all coverings were 
made by mixing with sawdust, flo pre- 
sented letters from Houry Kesaler and other 
compotont men slating that his work was 
nrst olass, 

" You consider the admixture of sawdust 
makes a better, job ?" asked Trustee Glover. 

" Yes" answered Mr. Bnssetl, " because 
the sawdnst ' makes.' a bettor non-conduc tor 
and tbe oovering is harder." 

As Mr. Bussell was quite willing to guar 
antee his work and Mr. Day oonsiderod the 
explanation satisfactory, tbe 'Board- passed 
a resolution allowing Mr. Bussell to com- 
plete tho work v/ith tho niatoriul ho had al- 
ready used. 

Tho North Ward school grounds drains 
again camo up for ditousBion and finally it 
was dooidud that tho architect inform Mr, 
Haggerty to comploto liia contract according 
to speoifioationa with the addition of a 
couple of gully traps.

BEDRESS FROM RUSSIA. 

The Liberty of An American Citizen Ui jaatly 
Interfered With. 

Wasuinoton, Got. 17. — Nicholas Freder- 
ioksen, the AmeriiiaD who, escaped from a 
Bussian naval guardhouse last July, and 

whose case attracted so much attention at 
tho time, appeared at the state department 
yesterday in the hope of enlisting the assist- 

anoi'.of^thii goveratnenl) in'm 
tion from Bnaaia for tbe treatment aooorded 
him. The man's mother, an Alaskan 
woman, died when he was four years old, 
and his fither, a Swedish sailor, followed 
fonr years later, so he was compelled to rely 
upon hearsay as to tbe place of bis birth. 

It was shown that he was not more than 
six years old and a resident of Alaska when 
that territory reverted to tho United States 
in 18G7, and that ho lived thoru until 1869, 
when be was sent to a Chicago sohool. He 
lived in Chicago until a few years ago, and 
amassed a fair fortune. This gave him un- 
deniable American clti/9nship, but when he 
returned to Alaska some time ago he took 
out Amerioan naturali?. ition papers 
as an additional security to 
able him to conduct business among 
Alaskan natives, and upon tbe strength of 
his naturalization be obtained a passport 
last December and took it with him to Bus- 
sia. He was seized as a deserter from tho 
Bussian' n»vy,: and, although Minister 
White interfered in his behalf, the passport 
was taken away from bim, and he was 
thrown' Into tbe naval gnardheaie,,from 
ff'hioh he made his esc*pe.
